In the case of La Louis 2 I'o l-on s Admi- 
ralty Report* 260, we have the following 
opinion of Sir Win. Scott : 

" Let me not be misunderstood, or misap 
piehended. as a professed apologist for this 
practice, when I state facts which no man cat, 
deny — that per-onal slavery arising out ol 
forcible captivity is coeval with the earliest 
periods of the history of mankind — that it is 
found existing ( and so far as appears, without 
animadversion. | in the earliest and mo-t au- 
thentic records of the human race — that it is 
re og n veil by the codes of the ne st poll* bed 
nations of ant q ity — that under the light of 
C'nri t' m:ty itself, th'ipos* -ssionjof pr.soners 
■o lieu, iucd has been in every civilized coun- 
try invc led with the character of property 
and seemed as such by all the protections of 
!aw — that solemn treaties have been framed 
and national monopolies eagerly sought, to 
facilitate and extend the commerce in this 
asserted property — and all this, with all the 
-anotions of law, public and municipal, and 
without any opposition except the protests of, 
a few private moralists, little beard and le— j 
att nded to, in every co, ntrv.till with n these 
very few year-, in this particular country 
If the matter rested here. I fear it would have 
been deemed a most extravagant assumption 
in nny court of the law of nations, to pro- 
nounce that this practice, the tolerated, the | 
approved, the encouraged object of law, ever 
since man became subject to law. was prohibit- 
ed by that law. and was legally criminal. 
Hut the matter does not rest here. Within 
;hese few years a considerable change of opin- 
ion has taken place, particularly in this coun- 
try. Formal declarations have been made, 
and laws enacted in reprobation of this prae- 
tlee; and pains, ably and zealously conducted, 
have been taken to induce other countries to 
follow- the example ; but at present with in- 
sufficient effect ; for there are nations which 
adhere to the practice, under all the encour- 
agement which their own laws can give it. 
What is the doctrine of our courts of the law 
of nations relatively to them? Why, that 
their practice is to be respected; that their 
slaves, if taken, are to be restored to them: 
and if not taken under innocent mistake, to 
be restored with costs and damages.

respect could he allowed to it upon an exemp- 
tion of its own making, for no' nation can 
privilege itself to commit, a crime against the 
law of nations hy a mere municipal regula- 
tion of its own. " — La Loni.i 2, Vbttton * Ad- 
miratitu R. 2ol)-l, per Sir Win.

Tho Meaning of this War is a Consolidated 
Despotism. 

One of the objects of tho present deplora- 
ble civil war, as avowed by some of its origin- 
ators, is the abolition of slavery. That is the 
object of the abolition element of the Repub- 
lican party. Inhabiting New Kngland and the 
We>tero States generally. But. with anoth- 
er and larger class, its meaning, is, the obtit- 
rratitm of State sorerrirjntif*. and the estab- 
lishment of a eonsotidatetf Government. 

That traitorous purpose has already been 
avowed by many of the prominent leadersof the 
Republican party, (jun. Bank. says, that there- 
suit of the war will be that we shall no long- 
er he a Government of Confederated 
States, but a nation ; "that there would have 
to be an end of our present form of Govern- 
ment. The N. V. Courier and Enquirer, 
conducted by James Watson Webb, Lincoln s 
Minister to Brazil, says, in that paper, that 
•the State lines must be ruled out, ' with 
much more to the same purport. And Came- 
ron. Secretary of war, at the recent dinner of 
the St. Andrews Society at Washington, said, 
that when this war was done, "we should 
hear no more of Virginians and South Curo- 
linians — only Americans.'' 

This,, utterances are significant. They 
can only mean that our present system of 
Government i* to be revolutionized — that 
State sovereignties are to be blotted out. and 
that a consolidated Government is to he es- 
tablished in place of the present State and 
Nat lorinl Governments. 

Thus will the ideas of old Federalism be 
realized — the inauguration of aCKNTRAL 
DESPOTISM, and thedownfall of American 
Liberty.— Cuneoril \S. II.) Stamlarti. 

The Neutrality of Kentucky. 

There are extremists in Kentucky. On 
one ha nd there are men who would precipi- 
tate the State into the support of Lincoln's 
policy and into the war against the South. 
On the other hand there ate extremists (not 
many, we trust.) who wi u 1 precipitate the 
State into the Southern Confederacy, nnd 
thus invite the invasion of the State by the 
North. 

With w hatever of hesitancy or distrust the 
proposition to place Kentucky in a neutral t)o- 
sition was received at first, the arguments 
urged in its behalf by Mr. Crittenden and 
other distinguished leaders, served to con- 
vince the people of the justice and propriety 
of the measure, and it has formally been in 
dorsed by the Legislature and the Governor 
of the State, as well as by the lending men of 
both political parties. 

This position has thus farkept Kentucky out 
of the war, and if adhered to, may to the end 
keep the belligerents from bringing the war 
will i'i onrborders. Besides this. a maintenance 
of the principle will leave the State in a posi- 
tion to act as mediator between tho warring 
parties. 

We do not forget that Kentilckinns 
gone South to right in the armies of the Ci n- 
teder to*, nor that other Kcntuckians have 
rone North to unite with the Federal forces 
b it it must bp remembered that these were 
movements of individuals, and that the State 
h .s had nnthil g to do w ith them. 

No considerations outweighing those in fa 
vor of the neutrality of Kentucky have been 
p e-oiited. and it is clearly the dutv of tli 
State, and of the people acting in their ind 
vidual capacity, to abide by and maintain 
th t position. — Qmmgton Journal, Jul// 20. A.

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Secret Military Conspiracy-Kentucky Neutral- 
ity to be Renounced after the Elections-Forces 
Organizing in Kentucky to aid Lincoln's In- 
vasion of Tennessee. 

The Louisville Journal 1ms been preparing 
its party to throw off neutrality, at the de- 
mand of Lincoln, as soon as the Usurper shall 
be ready to march his armies into Kentucky. 
If the terrible defeat of tho Federal forces at 
Manassas Joes not delay the movement, the 
military occupation of Kentucky will be at- 
tempted soon after the Aagust elections. Pre- 
parations for this have been some time pro- 
gressing, and the Journal is now promoting 
the scheme. Its partisans are not only en- 
gaged in secretly distributing Lincoln guns, 
but in secretly organizing military forces, un- 
known to Federal or State laws. Lieut. Nel- 
son, of tho U. S. Navy, has been co-operating 
in Garrard county with Abolitionists, Sub- 
missionists, and Coercionists. He is there 
called General Nelson, and, we are informed, 
has been appointing general, field, and staff 
officers— Brigadiers, Colonels, Majors, Quar- 
ter-Masters, Inspectors, &c, &c, under some 
programme doubtless to be openly sanctioned 
hereafter by Lincoln. We are assured that 
Nelson, Garrett Davis, Snm Gill," Dick Rob- 
inson, Wm. Hoskins, Josh. Burdett, and di- 
vers others, met on this business at the Broad- 
way Hotel in Lexington, on Monday night 
last ; and that Jerry Boyle, and others, met 
at Bryantsville, on the preceding Sunday, on 
the same business. The Shelby News (a 
Union organ) is informed from a private 
sourco that Boylot is raising a regiment to 
march upon Cumberland Gap and drive 
awav a body of Tennesseeans said to be en- 
camped there, two miles within the Kentucky 
line. Judge Bramlette, of Adair, also, we 
are informed, is authorized by Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Rousseau to raise a regiment in his neigh- 
borhood. "We have no reason to believo that 
the alleged encampment on Kentucky soil 
exists ; but we have much evidenco to the 
contrary. Governor Harris, of Tennessee, has 
given sacred pledges that ho will respect the 
neutrality of Kentucky. There is acampof Ten- 
nesseeans at Cumberland Gap, but within ti e 
Tennessee line ; and so scrupulous is the com- 
mander, that he will not even suffer his men 
to tako water from a running spring, whose 
head is just within the Kentucky line. We 
state this fact on the authority of an eminent 
citizen of high distinction in the Union par- 
ty, residing in that quarter of the State, and 
wh» has been here and elsewhere using his 
influence to suppress Nelson's flagitious plans. 
But though Tennessee has not, as thus alleg- 
ed, violated our neutrality, any pretext will 
serve the purposes of the conspirators. They 
wish to take advantage of any act of violence 
or folly that may turn up, no matter how, 
lay all the blame on the States Rights men, 
and seize tho occasion as one justifying the 
Usurper in occupying Kentucky with his 
force". 

What the precise result of the meeting at 
Lexington on Monday night was. we can only 
conjecture. We have been informed, 'how- 
ever, that Mr. Gill attended for tho purpose 
of breaking up Nelson's shomes. tmt that he 
was overruled ;* and that he has since prob- 
ably gone to Garrard to obstruct the pro- 
gramme there, although he is a well known, 
avowed coercionist. 

But tho object, as we understand it. is, to 
put arms in the hands of Homo Guards and 
others, pledged to fight on the side of the 
Usurper, and give them a,n organization un- 
der military commanders, as yet unknown to 
the laws and authorities. When these ar- 
rangements are sufficiently advanced, (Nelson 
expecting to engage 3. r >.000 Kentuckians un- 
der tho programme,) 30,000 or more of Illi- 
nois, Indiana, and Ohio troops are to be 
marched over Kentucky into Tennessee, their 
pathway to boclcared and keptopen and their 
rear protected by these secretly enlisted vol- 
unteers. Bruce, lately announced as Inspec- 
tor General of the Home Guards of Kentucky, 
is supposed to be exercising his mythic 
office in enlisting such of tho Home Guards 
and others as can be safely trusted. The plan 
was to set this expedition on foot soon after 
ascertaining the election of a majority of Lin- 
coln men to the Legislature. That bedy is to 
meet in September, repeal the law organ- 
izing the State Guards, reorganize the militia 
of Kentucky, and place them subject to the 
orders of Abe Lincoln, the Usurper, (styling 
himself and to be styled by the Legislature. 
President of tho United States,) without any 
intervention of tho Executivo authority of the 
State. 

It is true beyond question, that for some 
time past, the self-styled Unionists have been 
secretly organizing politico-military com- 
panies in Kentucky; and wo have defined the 
design, expanded a3 aDOve, according to our 
best information. 

The Journal is scattering firebrand accusa- 
sations against a mythic order, styled 
Knights of the Golden Circle, Magoffin & 
Co., (which it docs not itself believe,) only to 
divert public attention from the clandestine 
military organizations of its own faction; and, 
when its schemes are ripo for execution, con- 
templating the overthrow of Kentucky neu- 
trality, it will shift its ground in conformity, 
on any sort of assumed pretext, in the absence 
of justifiable grounds. This accounts for its 
vehement denunciations and calumnies, hurl- 
ed at Magoffin and others, the peers of the best 
patriots in the State, and the bitches of whose 



sandals the wicked conspirators in this pro 
gramme are not worthy to unloose. 

Notes " — After the foregoing was prepared, 
we were informed that Mr. Gill, though ho 
went from Louisville to Lexington on Mon- 
day to attend the meeting, did not actually 
enter into tho conclave, probably because ho 
found that ho was not wanted except as a co- 
operator. We are satisfied that, although he 
is a supporter of Lincoln's coercivo war, ho is 
decidedly opposed to this scheme of enlisting 
men to march on Cumberland Gap. 

t After the above was prepared, wo have 
learned, also, that Mr. Boyle was in Lexing- 
ton on Tuesday, (and probably attended the 
meeting on Monday night.) and that be start- 
ed for Washington on Wednesday. And 
from tho following handbill sent us from 
Harrodsburg, wo are inclined to the opinion 
that tho Regiment which tho Shelby News 
says is to be raised by Boyle, is to be under 
command of Col. Fry. And it has been sur- 
mised here, that Boyle's mission to Washing- 
ton has reference not only to this military 
movement, but to a judicial appointment un- 
der the act of Congress designed by an unccn- 
stitutional process to deprive Judge Monroe 
of his legitimate functions— an act denounced 
as violative of the Constitution by Mr. Crit- 
tenden. 

The following is a copy of the handbill: 

Attention Volunteers ; ! 

"AH those who wish to join the Company under 
command • f Capt. A. Smith, jr.. which is to be con- 
nected with the Regiment under command of Col. 
Fry. destined for Cumberland Gap. can enroll by 
calling on Col. Jas. F. McKee at tho Poteot House j 
or on Cant. Smith. All arrangements have been 1 
made, and the company is rapidly filling up. 

"Now is tho time, if you love and appreciate your 
country, to rally to its support. 

"July 93, _ 

Seizure of State Arms. 

A week or so ago the artillery of a compa- 
ny of State Guards at Newport were seized 
by a company of Home Guards, who were 
protected in the lawless act by mayor Haw- j 
kins, of that city. Tho captors professed a j 
willinsnoss to surrender the cannons to the ' 
Military Board. The board ordered tho guns : 
to be delivered to the sureties who were . 
bound to the State, and ordered the bondsmen j 
to return them to the arsenal, and Gov. Ma- 
iroffin sent Capt. Harvie thero with instruc- 1 
tions to pursue legal steps to enforce the or- 
der of the board. We have not learned that 
the order has been obeyed; but have seen in | 
the Cincinnati papers n threat that the Union- I 
ists of Covington will not suffer tho guns to | 
bo returned to Frankfort. This lawless trans- 
action, no doubt, instigated a similar act ot 
lawlessness by some of our people in Graves i 
county, to seize tho guns stored at Mayfield, ] 
intended for distribution under orders of the J 
Military Board in that portion of the State. , 
It seems that a part of them were conveyed I 
to Hickman county, nnd a part to Tennessee, 
for safety. Gov. Magoffin, as will be seen by j 
the subjoined correspondence with Senator I 
Johnson, acted promptly and properly in this 
case, as in the opposite case at Newport, ju- | 
diciously employing legal remedies. The\ 
conduct of Col. Travis proves the respect j 
which the Tennessee authorities recognize as 
due to those of Kentucky. In this transac 
tion, as in every other, Gov. Magoffin ha: 
given conclusive proof of the vigilance, encr 
gy, and fidelity with which he is upholding j 
our authority and laws, maintaiuing our neu- i 
trality, and preserving the peace of the State, i 
In addition to his instructions to Senator j 
Johnson and Col. Wood, he has instructed an 1 
agent to call on Gov. Harris to 6ee to it that | 
the sequestered arms arc promptly returned 
to Kentucky. It is most fortunate for our 
State that she has a Governor who cannot be 
trapped into any act of violence or folly, or 
diverted from the performance, in lawful 
manner, of his constitutional functions. It 
the peace of Kentucky shall ever be disturb- 
ed, the guilt of it will rest, not upon the Gov- i 
crnor, but upon bad men : 

Paducah, July 24, 1861. 
Governor Magoffin: I have just returned 
from Camp Brown, Tennessee. The muskets j 
and cannon at Mayfield were seized on Satur- 
day night, and four hundred muskets taken 
to Hickman, and five hundred muskets and 
six cannon taken to Camp Brown. Col. Trav- 
is, commanding, disavows and condemns the 
act, nnd hold the property subject to your or- 
der. The seizure wholly unauthorized and [ 
much regretted.

Frankfort, Kt., July 24, 1861. I 
To Dr. Jno. M. Johnson, Paducah: Col. f 
Geo. T. Wood is authorized by me to proceed 1 
at once to " Camp Brown," and receive from *

He will tako measures immediately to re- 
cover legally, also, the arms seized and con- 
veyed to Hickman.

Mr. Breckinridge's Speech. 

Wo commence to-day tho great speech of 
Senator Breckinridge against the atrocious 
proposition to approve and confirm the uncon- 
stitutional acts of Abe Lincoln, the usurper, 
styling himself President of the United States, 
and shall complete it in our next tri-w6ekly, 
so as to bring the whole within our next week- 
ly. It is a grand effort of reasoning argu- 
ment, imbued with the very essence and spir- 
it of genuine patriotism, and of devotion to 
the principles of tho Constitution and the 
Union. Had the parties opposed to Mr. 
Breckinridge been imbued with a like spirit, 
the Union would have remained intact and 
the country nt peace, instead of being, as now, 
shattered into fragments and drenched with 
fraternal blood. One cannot read this glori- 
ous effort without recalling to mind the noble 
utterances of Chatham and Burke, on the i 
American Revolution in the British Parlia- I 
ment.

Washington, July 24. 

Sf.nate. — The joint resolution to approve 
of the acts of the President was postponed 
until Friday. 

The Bill for tho better organization of the 
military establishment was returned from tho 
House with an amendment as a substitute. 
Tho Senate refused to concur in tho amend- 
ment of the House. 

The bill to promote the efficiency of the 
army was discussed at length. 

The bill providing for the payment of the 
Government police at Baltimore passed. 

Adjourned. 

Bonn— Mr. Elliott, from the Committee 
on Commerce, reported a bill which wus pass- 
ed, authorizing the President, by and with the 
abvice of the Senate, to appoint Consuls at 
any foreign ports where he may deem it ad- 
visable for preventing piracy, at a salary not 
exceeding SI, 000 per annum — their offices to 
cease when internal peace shall bo restored. 

Mr. Sedgwick, from the Committee on Na- 
val affairs, reported a bill authorizing tho ap- 
pointment of an Assistant Secretary of tho 
Navy, at a salary of $3,000 per annum. 
Passed. 

Also tho Senate bill providing for an in- 
crease of the medical corps of the navy — 
passed. 

Mr. Blair, from the Committee on Military 
Affairs, reported the Senate bill authorizing 
the President to accept the services of 600,- 
000 volunteers — pulsed. 

Mr. Sedgwick's bill toappropriate ?1",0,000 
to build an iron or steel clad ship or battery 
passed. 

Mr. Burnett, of Ky., nnd Mr. Richardson, 
of 111., had a person altercation during a long 
and interesting debate on the bill appropria- 
ting $10,000 to pay the U. S. police force at 
Baltimore. Tho bill passed. 

Washington, July 25. 

Senate — Mr. Fessenden made a report 
from the Committee on the Legislative Ap- 
propriation bill. Tho report was agreed to 
nnd the bill passed. 

Mr. Johnson, of Tenn., moved to take up 
tho resolution he offered yesterday — agreed 
to. 

Mr. Hale, from the Committee on Naval 
Affairs, reported a resolution that a select 
committee be appointed to inquire into the 
circumstances of the surrender and deposition 
of the property of the United States and 
Navy-yards of Pensncola and STovfolk. 

Mr. Trumbull moved to add the Armory at 
Harper's Ferry, which was agreed to, and the 
resolution was adopted. : 

Mr. Howe offered a resolution requiring the 
President to inform the Senate what in 'ruc- 
tions have been given to foreign Ministers 
in reference to the rebellion. Agreed to. 

Mr. Sherman, from the Committee on Fi- 
nance, reported back the bill to indemnify the 
State lor expenses incurred to defend the Gov- 
ernment. Passed. 

Mr. Simmons, from the Committee on Fi- 
nance, reported an amendment to the bill to 
raise the revenue. The. bill was taken up. 

Mr. Breckinridge said he could not vote for 
the resolution, as ho thought it did not state 
the facts in regard to the war being' forced on 
the country by the Southern disunionists. His 
opinion was that the present condition of 
things was due to tin refusal of the majority, 
last winter, to make any conciliation. He 
did not think tho attack on Fort Sumter was 
a cause for a general war, and tho President 
is responsible for the general war. He did 
not think that the Congress had done its duty 
to the whole country. He believed the war 
was prosecuted for the purpose of subjugation 
nnd not for the maintenance of the Constitu- 
tion, for the Constitution is trampled upon 
every day. He believed that if the war was 
Curried on twelve months, it would be the 
grave of constitutional liberty; that it was 
his humble judgment that peace was what 
we need for the restoration of the Govern- 
ment, nnd tho preservation of constitutional 
liberty. 

Mr. Sherman said he thanked God that this 
was not the voice of Kentucky. 

Washington-, July 25. 

House — Mr. Richardson, in a personal ex- 
planation, said the remarks he made yester- 
day were entirely without premeditation. 
If in the heat of the debate he had wounded 
the feelings of the gentleman, he regretted it. 

If he had violated the courtesy of the 
House he made his humble acknowledgments. 
This statement was not prompted by any one, 
but was made in justice to bis own feelings. 
Yesterday was tho only occasion in whic h he 
had been led into a personal controversy, and 
he went further than he intended. 

Mr. Blair was not in his scat during the 
explanation. 

Mr. Stevens, from the Committecon Wavs 
nnd Means, reported the Senate bill, supple- 
mentary to the late loan act, with an amend- j 
ment authorizing authorizing the Secretary 
of the treasury to fix the denomination of 
Treasury notes below $50, which he may 
exchange for coin, bearing interest at 9 per 
cent, per annum, if this amount is necessary 
to regulate the loan. The aggregate amount 
of the Treasury notes is not to exceed $250,- 
000. The duties on imported tea 10c — coffee, 
sugar, spices, wines, liquors, nnd all such ex- 
cise and internal duties and taxes as may be 
collected, are pledged for the redemption of the 
debt. Adopted by one majority, then passed. 

Mr. Stevens, from the Committee on Ways 
and Means, to whom the direct tax and in- 
ternal duties bill was yesterday referred, re- 
ported that they were unable to devise any 
provision which would be constitutional and |rj 
at thes ame time carry into effect the instruc- 
tions of the House. 

The Senate amendments to the bills for the 
payment of the Baltimore Police, making apt 
propriations for facilitating the coinage of 
gold dollars, and for tho manufacture of flag 
signals, were adopted.

SPEECH OF 

Hon. J. C. BRECKINRIDGE, 

OF KENTUCKY, 

On Executive\U*urpatinHK, delivered in the Senate 
of the United S'aten, July M, 1MI, 

The VICE PRESIDENT. Tlio special 
order assigned d>r half past one o'clock is the 
joint resoltion [S. No. 1.1 to approve and con- 
firm certain acts of the President of the Uni- 
ted States for suppressing insurrection and 
rebellion, the question being on the passage 
of the resolution. 

Mr. I5HECK I NRIDGK. Mr. President, 
the grounds of opposition to the joint resolution 
now before the bod v have been very fully sta- 
ted bv the Senator "from Missouri [Mr. Polk] 
and bv mv colleague, [Mr. Powell.] 1 have 
henrd'no defeuse of this joint resolution of- 
fered by tho majority party in the Chamber. 
Under "ordinary circumstances I should con- 
tent mvself with a simple vote ; but regard- 
ing the' subject as one ot immense importance, 
I am unwilling to see the resolution pass 
without a brief expression of the reasons of 
my opposition to it. 

"It proposes, sir, after enumerating certain 
acts of the President dono since the 4th of 
March last, to declare that— 

•'All of tho extraordinary acts. proclaiuation«. and 
ordi-rs hereinbefore nioniioned be. and tho same aro 
hereby, approved and declared to bo in all respects 
leial and valid, to the sumo intent, and with tho 
nme cttoct, » if they had been issued and done un- 
der tho previous express nuthority and direction ot 
the Congress of the United States. 

The joint resolution would seem, upon the 
face of it, to admit that the acts of the Presi- 
dent were not performed in obedienco to the 
Constitution and the laws. If that be true, I 
should bo glad to hear some reasons as- 
signed by gentlemen showing the power of 
the Congreti of the United States, by joint 
resolution, to cure a breach of the Constitu- 
tion or to indemnify the President against 
violations of the Constitution and the laws. If, 
in any respect, that officer has violated the laws, 
he has also violated tin; Constitution ; because 
one clause of that instrument declares that 
"lie shall take care that the laws be faithfully 
executed." It confers on him the power to 
see that they aro executed ; but no power to 
violate them. 

I deny. Mr. President, that one branch of 
this Government can indemnify any other 
branch of the Government for a violation of 
the Constitution or the laws. The powers 
conferred upon the General Government by 
the people of the States are the measure of its 
authority. Those powers have been contided 
to the different departments, and the boun- 
daries of those departments determined with 
perfect exactitude. The Presidont has his 
powers and rights conferred on him by the 
Constitution; tho legislative authority its 
powers and rights j the judicial authority its 
powers and fights; and 1 deny that either 
can encroach upon the other, or that cither 
can indemnify the other for a usurpation of 
powers not confidod to it by tho Constitution. 
Sir Congress by a joint resolution, has no 
more right, in my opinion, to make valid a 
violation of tho Constitution and the laws by 
the President, than the President would have 
bv an entry upon the executive journal to 
make valid n usurpation of the executive 
power by the legislative department. Con- 
gress has no more right to make valid an un- 
constitutional act of the President, than tho 
President would have to make valid an act 
of the Supreme Court of the United States 
encroaching uprfn executive power : or than 
the Supreme Court of the United States would 
have the right to make valid an act of the 
Executive encroaching upon the judicial pow- 
er. 

To say that Congress, by joint resolution, 
may indemnify the President against a breach 
of tho Constitution, is substantially to declare 
that Congress may alter the Constitution in a 
manner not provided by tho instrument; may 
add to it or take from "it. If a bare major- 
ity of tho Houses of Congress can, by resolu- 
tion, make that constitutional and valid 
which was unconstitutional, by the same au- 
thority it mav confer upon the President in 
the fjtture powers not granted by the Consti- 
tution; so that, sir, in whatever aspect the 
subject may bo viewed, it appears to nio the 
principles involved in this joint resolution are 
utterly subversive of the Constitution, and 
contain tho very essence of a Government 
without limitation of powers. I had sup- 
posed thnt these general principles were too 
clear and too well recognized in this country 
to need statement or illustration. 

But it may be well, Mr. President, to in- 
quire, has the President of the United States 
assumed powers not delegated by the Consti- 
tution or tho laws? I speak not now, sir, of 
many acts of tho President not enumerated in 
this resolution. I shall conline m vself. for the 
pr. -eiit. to tho enumeration here. I think 
that the acts hero enumerated were usurpa- 
tions on the part of the Executive of tho 
United States; and that so far from a resolu- 
tion being passed ratifying and approving 
them, I think the Chief Magistrate of the 
country— and I have a right in my place to 
day it— should be rebuked by the vote of both 
Houses of Congress. 

The President of the United States, first, 
has established a blockade of the whole south- 
ern coast, and an interior blockade of tho 
chief rivers. By what authority has he done 
it? Where is the clause of the Constitution 
that authorized him? An attempt was made 
at the last session of Congress to confer the 
authority by bill. It did not pass. Con- 
gress refused to grant this authority by law 
in face of tho fact that seven States had then 
withdrawn, or attempted to withdraw, from 
the Federal Union. WUJ any Senator say 
that the power exists, under tho Constitution, 
upon the part of the President to establish a 
blockade? It is an incident of war, sir; it is 
tho exercise of the war power; and the Con- 
stitution of the United States declares that 
Congress shall pass an act to declare war, or 
exercise that power. 

But, Mr. President, since no argument has 
been made in favor of the constitutional right 
of the President to do this thing, I might rest 
the case here. I proposo, however, to fortify 
what I have said by a little authority. I re- 
member, «ir, during tho last session of Con- 
gress, that questions arose hero in regard to 
the right of the President to collect the reve- 
nue without tho ports of tho seceded States, 
or the right of the President to institute a 
blockade; when the late Senator from Illinois 
(Senator Douglas) delivered a speech upon 
this floor against the power to blockade those 
ports, which was not only not answered, but, 
in my opinion, was not -answerable. I shall 
take tho liberty to read a brief extract from 
what he then sa'id. It was a speech delivered 
upon tho loth day of March last in this body: 
"But we aro told that the country is to be precipi- 
tated into war by blockading all the southern ports; 
bluckadiDg ports within thellnitod States; blockad- 
ing our own ports with our own Array and Smrjfl 
Whoro is the authority for that? V\ hat law author- 
ices the President of the Tni'ed htates to blockade 
Federal ports at discretion? He has no moro au- 
thority to blockado New Orleans or Charleston than 
ho has to blookado Sew York or Boston.' 

Remember, tho state of facts which exists 
now existed then. Those States had set up a 
government of their own, and withdrawn 
from the Union — 

"and no more legal right to hlockade Mobile than 
Chicago. Sir, I cannot consent that the President 
of the L'nitod States may. at his discretion, blockade 
the ports of the L'nitod States or of any other coun- 
try He can do only what the Constitution and laws 
authoriio him to do. He dare not attempt to »b- 
etruct commerce at the month of the Mississippi riv- 
er, or at Mobilc.oratany other port in the seceded 
States or even those that have remained loyal to the 
Constitution and to tho Union. 1 he intimation that 
ho is to do this implios a want nf respect for the in- 
tegrity of tho President, or an ignorance of the awl 
of the land on tho part of those who are disturbing 
the harmony and quiel ol the uountry by tureau of 
illegal violence." 



At this point, the Senator from New York 
(Mr. King) suggested that, under the right 
to prevent smuggling, tho President might 
have the power to blockade the southern 
coast; to which Mr. Douglas replied: 

"I am not talking about smuggling. It is his duty to 
enforce the laws of the land in respect to smuggling, 
but, sir, it is not his duty to prevent smuggling in 
any other mode or by any other means than those 
provided by law. Will tho Senator Irom New York 
intimate to the Sonate and to tho country that, un- 
der the pretext of preventing smuggling, the Presi- 
dent can close a port crented by l«w, and stop all 
commerce connected with it? Will ho intimate that, 
under suspicion that if the revenue cutter allows a 
vessel to eater the port of New Orleans she will not 

fiay any duties, therefore tho President will prevent 
lor going there? The law gives lit in no such power, 
no such discretion. The suggestion, therefore, of 
the ^pnator from New Tork. that these ports of the 
United States are to bo blockaded by the Xavy nt the 
discretion of the President, under pretense of pre- 
venting smuggling, only shows how loosely ev*»n 
Senators talk about the powers and duties of tho 
President. It is not necessary to arguo the question. 
There is no law that authorizes it. To do the act, or 
attempt it, would be one of thoso high crime.s and 
usurpations that would justly subject the President 
of tho United States to luipeuchuieul'" 

That, sir, was the language uttered by that 
Senator at that time. I will read also a few 
words uttered by one who ought to be author- 
ity on many questions in this Chamber, and, 
indeed, ought to be an authority with all 
Americans upon questions of constitutional 
law. It is an extract from some remarks 
made by Daniel "Webster, during the troubles 
in South Carolina in 18.T2-33, when it was 
suggested that President Jackson would 
blockade the port of Charleston. That erni- 
mcnt statesman uttered tho following lan- 
guage: 

"Sir. for one, I protest in advance against snch 
remedies as I bnve lieard hinted. The Administra- 
tion itself keeps a profound silence, but its friends i 
have spoken for it. Wo arc told, sir. that the Presi- 
dent will immediately employ the military force, and 
at once blockade Charleston! A military remedy, a 
remedy by direct military operation, has thus been 
suggested, and nothing elso has been suggested, as 
tho intended means of preserving the Union. Sir, 
there is no little reason to think that this suggestion ] 
is true. -Wecatmot be altogether unmindtul of tho 
past, and therefore weeannot be altogether unappre- 
hensive for the future. For one, 1 raise my voice ■ 
beforohand ngainst the unauthorized employment of 
military power, against superseding tho authority of I 
tho laws by an armed force, under pretense of put- 
ting dowti nullification. The Prcident has no au- 
thority to blockade Charleston; the President has no [ 
authority to employ military force, till bo shall be ! 
duly required so to do by l iw.nnd by tho oivil ou- ' 
thoritUs. His duty is to cause the laws to be exe- 
cuted. His duty is to support the civil nuthority." 

Sir, I approve these sentiments uttered by 
these eminent men. They were formerly re- 
garded as sound and true, and I trust the 
time will come again when it will not be con- 
sidered treason to maintain them. 

It is proposed, sir, to approve and make 
valid tho act of the President in enlisting 
men for three and five years. I ask you by 
what authority of Constitution or law he has 
done this act? The power is not conferred in 
tho Constitution; it has not been granted by 
the law. It is. therefore, an unconstitutional 
and illegal act of executive power. Thd 
President, of his own will — and that is one 
of the acts enumerated in this joint resolu- 
tion which it is proposed to approve and rati- 
fy — has added immensely to the force of the 
regular AttnY, The Constitution says that 
Congress shall raise armies, and a law now 
upon your statute-book limits the number of' 
the regular force, officers and men. Hence, 
sir, that is an act in derogation both of the 
Constitution and of the laws. 

Tho President has added immensely to tho 
Navy of the United States. The Constitu- 
tion says that Congress shall provide and j 
maintain a navy ; and there is now a law 
Upon the statute hook limiting the number of 
men to he employed in the Navy of the Uni- j 
ted States. That, like the rest, sir, will not j 
bear argument. 1 doubt if an attempt will 
be made to defend it upon eoMtttutional or ' 
legal grounds. I pronounce ita usurpation. 

Again: this resolution, after reciting the | 
authority conferred bv the President upon the 
Commanding General of the Army, "to sus- j 
pend the writ of habeas corpus at any point ' 
on or in the vicinity of any military line be- ; 
tween the city of Philadelphia and the city I 
of Washington,'' and reciting the fact that 
"he did on the 10th day of May last, issue n j 
proclamation authorizing the commander of I 
tho forces of the United States on the coast 
of Florida to suspend the writ of habeas cor- 
pus, if necessary," proposes to ratify and 
make thnt valid. Mr. President, wo have had 
a good deal of talj< about rights, the rights of 
States, and the rights of individuals; some of 
them have been said to beshadowy and imagin- 
ary; but the right of every citizen to be arrested j 
only by warrant, and his right to have his bod} - : 
brought before a judge, the judicial author- 1 
ity, in order that the grounds of that arrest i 
may be determined upon, is n real right. I 
There can be no dispute about that. It is a j 
right of rights. It belongs to all — high, low, i 
rich, poor. It is especially the right of that 
class whom his Excellency the President calls 
plain people. It is a right, the respect for 
which is the measure of progress and of civ- 
ilization. It is a right that has been struggled 
for. fought for, guarded by laws, and locked 
up in constitutions. To have maintained it 
by arms, to have suffered for it, and then to 
have established it upon foundations so im- 
mutable that the authority of the sovereign 
cannot shake it, is the chief glory of tho Brit- 
ish people, from whom we derive it. I need 
not say to theSenate that in England, whence 
we derive this right, the legislative power 
alone can suspend it. Wc all know, sir. that 
the Monarch of England cannot suspend that 
writ; but transatlantic freemen seem to be 
eager to approve and ratify acts which a Euro- 
pean monarch would not dare to perform. 

Mr. President, it needs no elaliorato argu- ! 
ment to show that the Executive authority of 
the United States has no right to suspend the 
writ of habeas corpus. I content myself here, 
unless some defense be otlered upon this floor, 
with referring to the fact that the privilege 
to suspend the writ in case of rebellion or in- 
vasion is classed among the legislative pow- 
ers of the Constitution. That article of the 
Constitution which refers to the powers ol 
the President, executive powers, touches not 
the question. I may add, that upon no oc- 
casion has it ever been asserted in the Con- 
gress of the United States, as far as I recollect 
our history, that this power exists upon tht 
part of the Executive. On one memorable 
occasion in our history, Jefferson thought a 
period had arnved when, perhaps, that writ 
might properly bo suspended. He did not 
undertake to do it himself. He submitted the 
question to Congress. He did not even rec- 
ommend that it should be done; and in the 
long debates that occurred in this and the 
other branch of Congress upon the question 
of suspending the writ, which finally was not 
suspended, not one intimation was given by 
any speaker in either House, as far as I re- 
member, that the power existed on the part 
of the President. I then point to the Consti- : 
tution, and ask Senators who desire to ap- 
prove this act, to point me to that clause in it 
which gives the right, or deduces it by fair 
construction from any provision of that in- 
strument. 

"What part of tho Constitution is it, sir, \ 
which confers upon the President the right to | 
do this act more than upon any other officer, | 
executive or judicial, of tho Government? J 
Surely it is not that portion of the Constitu- I 
tion which declares that he shall take care 
that the laws be faithfully executed. The 
most eminent commentators on the Constitu- 
tion of the United States concur in say- 
ing that it is purely a legislative act. Justice 
Storv, one of the most eminent judicial lights 
of New England, in his Commentaries on I 
tho Constitution, declares it to belong to the 
Legislature, and not to the Executive. The 
Supreme Court of the United States have de- 1 
termined that Congress alone can suspend the j 
privilege of the writ. _Upon a recent occa- 1 
tion, in a case which arose in Maryland, the 
present Chief Justice, in an opinion which \ 
has never been answered, and never will be 
answered, oxhansts the argument, and mnk<'s' 



all other reference to tho subject idle and su- 
perfluous. 

Sir, one of the worst signs of the times, I 
venture to say here, is the manner in which 
that opinion has been received. A subordi- 
nate military officer in the city of Baltimore 
arrests a private citizen by military force 
without warrant of law, and confines him in 
a fortress. His friends attempt to get out a 
writ of lialteas corpus before the Chief Justice 
of tho United States, and tho reply is that he 
will not be delivered up by the military. 
The Chief Jus ice then gives an opinion, 
which has commanded the respect and acqui- 
escence, not only of the profession of which 
he is so great an ornament, but of almost all 
thoughtful men in the country; and, sir, I 
must express my admiration for the pru- 
dence and the wisdom of thoso who, while 
they arc determined that the military power 
shall usurp the judicial authority, do not un- 
dertake to defend it. The newspapers of the 
country, and men excited by the violent pas- 
sions which mark the times, have denounc- 
ed the Chief Jutice, but they have not an- 
swered bis opinion. There it stands, sir; and 
it is one of those productions which will add 
to his renown. The abuse of the press, the 
refusal to respect just authority, the attempt 
to make that eminent judicial officer odious, 
will yet recoil upon those who attempt it. I 
honor him, sir — I honor him for the cour- 
age with which he did his duty, as well as for 
the calm, temperate, conclusive manner in 
which he performed it. I am glad that ho 
yet remains among us, a man so remarkable 
for his honored length of years, for his emi- 
nent public services, and for tho rectitude 
of his private life, as that he may be justly 
ranked among the most illustrious Americans, 
living or dead. 

You propose to make that valid; you pro- 
pose to approve it, without making a defense of 
it either upon constitutional or legal grounds. 
AVhat will be the effect, sir? In approving 
what the President has done in this regard in 
the past, you invite him to do the like in the 
future; and the whole country will lie pros- 
trate at the feet of executive power when, in 
the opinion of the President, in his discretion, 
tho time shall have come to suspend the rights 
of individuals, and to have substituted mili- 
tary power for judicial authority. 

Mr. President, nlthough there are but few 
of us here who take the view of the Consti- 
tution and of right which I am advocating 
to-day, I trust that We will not, under any 
circumstances, fail to protest, in temperate, 
but manly language, against what we consid- 
er usurpations of the Constitution. Let me 
call the attention of the Senate and the country 
briefly to other acts, against which, in my 
place, I protest in the name of the Constitu- 
tion, and in the name of the people I repre- 
sent. 

You have, sir, practically, martial law es- 
tablished all over this land. The houses of 
private citizens are searched without warrant. 
The right of citizens to bear arms is made nu- 
gatory by their being taken from them With- 
out judicial process, and upon mere suspicion. 
Individuals are seized without legal warrant 
and imprisoned; and they cannot be taken 
from prison by judicial process. They nre 
taken upon suspicion and confined by military 
authority. The other day, since Congress 
met, a military officer in the city of Baltimore 
appointed a marshal for that city. A V ill any 
man defend that act? Is it not martial law? 
Does it not override nil other law? Is it not 
substituting the will of a military commander 
for the laws of the land? What more au- 
thority had that officer to appoint a marshal 
for the city of Baltimore than he had to ap- 
point a pastor for one of its congregations, or 
a president for one of its banks? The Con- 
stitution undertakes to guard the right of the 
people against unreasonable searches or seiz- 
ures, or any seizure without warrant of judi- 
cial authority. Has not tho President of tho 
United States, by one broad and sweeping not, 
laid his hands upon tho private correspond- 
ence of the whole community, ranging 
through some ono or two years? Who de- 
fends it as conformable to the Constitution? 

I am told, sir, (and if I had the power to 
do it, I would offer a resolution to have it in- 
quired into in the name of the public liber- 
ties,) that at this moment, in the city of 
Washington, in the jail of this city, are indi- 
viduals who have been taken by the military 
authorities, in Maryland, in other States, and 
in this District, who now lie here and cannot 
be got out by judicial process; and in some 
instances such an oblivion, in tho hurry of 
events, has come over the imprisonment that 
it has been absolutely forgotten. I was told 
by a Senator of "lie instance in wIikIi a man 
was seized by military authority without any 
process of law whatever, put in jail here, and 
remained here perhaps for some woeks, for- 
gotten—forgotten, sir, as if he had been in the 
Bastile. His friends nt last made application 
at one of the Departments of the Govern- 
ment. They looked into his case, found noth- 
ing against him, and he was ultimately dis- 
charged; but in the rush of events tho very 
existence of the man and the cause of his im- 
prisonment had been forgotten. 

Mr. President, we may pass this joint reso- 
lution to approvo these acts; wc may upon 
the face of the joint resolution make thorn 
▼Slid; but we cannot make them valid in fact. 
I know, sir, that Congress, in the exercise of 
its legislative functions may appropriate money 
which has been expended by the President 
without warrant of law, but whatever uncon- 
stitutional act he may have committed cannot 
be cured by a joint resolution of Congress ; 
but stands there, and will stand forever, a 
breach of the Constitution. Nor can this 
Congress, by a joint resolution, prevent any 
suet ceding one from holding any officer of the 
Government responsible for any violation of 
tho Constitution. I enumerate what I regard 
as usurpations of the Executive to go upon 
tho record as a protest of those of us who are 
not willing to see tho Constitution subverted, 
and the public liberty trampled under foot, 
under whatever pretext, of necessity or other- 
wise 

Tho Constitution declares that Congress 
alone shall have power "to declare war.'' 
The President has made war. Congress alone 
shall have power to raise and support nr- 
armics. The President has raised and supported 
armies on his own authority. Congress shall 
have power "to provide and maintain a 
navy." The President has provided an im- 
mense navy, and maintains it without au- 
thority of law. While 1 question not the 
motives of that high officer, I have the right 
to criticise his acts freely. The Constitution 
declares that no money shall be taken from 
the Treasury except in pursuance of appropri- 
ations made by law. The President has taken 
money from the treasury without appropria- 
tions made by law, for the purpose of carry- 
ing out tho preceding unconstitutional acts. 
One of the amendments to the Constitution 
declares that — 

"A well-regulated militia being necessary to the 
security of a free State, the right ,,f the pcoplo to 
keep and bear arms shall not bo infringed. 

They have la-en disarmed, and disarmed 
without criminal charge and without warrant. 
One of the amendments to the Constitution 
declares that — 

"Tho right of the people to be secure in their per- 
sons, houses, papers, and effects, ngainst unreasona- 
ble soarches and seizures, shall not be violated; and 
no warrants shall issue but upon probable cause, 
supported by onth or affirmation, and particularly 
describing the place to be searched and the persons 
or things to be seized". 

The people have not been exempt from un- 
reasonable searches and seizures. Their prop- 
erty has been taken from them ; their houses 
have been searched without authority of law, 
and by a pure military authority. 
"So person"— 

Says one of tho amendments to the Consti- 
tution — 

"shall be hel l to answer for a capital or otherwise 
infamous crime, unless on a presentment or indict- 
ment of a grand jury." 



Many persons have been held to answer I 
for infamous crimes without presentment or j 
indictment, and without warrant, by military ' 
authority. The same amendment continues : I 

"Nor shall be compelled in any criminal case to be 
a witness against himself, nor bo deprived of life, 
liberty, or property, without duo process of law." 

Citizens have, by military authority, been 
deprived of life and property without due 
proccsss of law. 

These great and fundamental rights, sir. the 
sanctity of which is the measure of progress 
and of civilization, which have been carefully 
guarded und locked up in your Constitution, 
have been trampled under foot by military 
power, are being now every day trampled 
under foot by military power hero and here- 
abouts in the presence of the two houses of 
Congress; and yet, so great upon the one side 
is the passion of the hour, and so astonishing 
the stupid amazement on the other, that we 
receive it as natural, as right, as of course. 
We are rushing, and with rapid strides, from 
a constitutional government to a military 
despotism. 

The Constitution says the freedom of speech 
and of the pressshall not be abridged. Three 
days ago, in the city of St. Louis, a military 
officer, with four hundred soldiers — that wus 
his warrant — went into a newspaper office of 
that city, removed the types, and declared 
that it should no longer be published, giving, 
among other reasons, that it was fabricating 
reports injurious to the United States soldiers 
in Missouri. Mr. President, is there a Sena- 
tor here, is there a citizon in all the land, 
who will say that the slightest color of au- 
thority exists on the part of a military officer, 
either to doprive a citizen of his liberty with- 
out warrant, or of his property, or to sup- 
press the freedom of the press? Wc are told 
in the same dispatch that the proprietors of 
the papers submitted, and intended to make 
their appeal — where, and to whom ? To the 
judicial authorities? No sir; but to Major 
General Fremont when he should reach St. 
Louis; to appeal from General Lyon to Gen- 
eral Fremont. The civil authorities of the 
country are paralyzed, and a practical mar- 
tial law is being established all over the land. 
The like never happened in this country be- 
fore, and would not be tolerated in any coun- 
try in Europe which pretends to the elements 
of civilization and regulated liberty. George 
Washington carried the thirteen colonies 
through the war of the Revolution without 
martial law. The President of the United 
State cannot conduct the Government three 
months without resorting to it. 

Mr. President, I presume every Senator 
here has read the opinion of the Chief Justice 
to which I have referred. I content myself 
by reading a few extracts from the close, as 
expressive of my opinions of the public dan- 
ger. The Chief Justice says: 

"The Constitution provides, as I have before said, 
that "no person should be deprived of life, liberty, 
or property, without dueprocessof law.* It declares 
that 'the right of the people to bo securo in their 
persons, houses, papers, and effects, against unroa- 
sonnblo searches and seizures, shall not be violated 
and no warrant shall issue but upon probable cause, 
supported by oath or affirmation, and particularly 
describing the place to be searched, and the persons 
or things to bo seized.' It provides that tho party 
accused shall be entitled to a speedy triul in a court 
of justice. 

"And theso great and fundamental laws, which 
Congress itself could not suspond. have been disre- 
garded and suspended, like the writ of habeas cor- 
pn .-, by- a military order, supported by force of arms. 
Such is the case now before mo. and I can only say- 
that if the nuthority which the Constitution has con- 
fided to the judiciary department and judicial offi- 
cers, may thus, upon any pretext or under any cir- 
cumstances, he usurped by the military Bnwor at its 
discretion, the people of tho United States are no 
longer living under a Uovcrnnicnt of laws, but every 
citizen holds life, liberty, and property, at the will 
and pleasure of tho Army officer in whoso military 
district he may happen to bo found " 

I cannot say w hether this great judge will 
be able to preserve tho Constitution of his 
country; but we owe him, and posterity will 
owe him, a debt of gratitude for the vindica- 
tion of the principles of constitutional liberty 
and of personal liberty which antedated and 
possibly may survive tho Federal Constitu- 
tion. 

Then, Mr. President, tho Executive of tho 
United States has assumed legislative powers. 
The Executive of the United States has as- 
sumed judicial powers. The executive power 
belongs to him by tho Constitution. He has, 
therefore, concentrated in his own hands ex- 
ecutive, legislative, and judicial powers, which, 
in every ago of tho world, has been the very 
definition of despotism, and exercises them 
to-day, while wc sit in the Senate Chamber, I 
and the other branch of the legislative author- j 
ity at the other end of the Capitol. What ! 
is the excuse; what is the justification; what, 
is the plea? Necessity. Necessity? I an- 
swer, first, there was no necessity. Was it ! 
necessary, to preserve the visible emblems of. 
Federal authority here, that the Southern | 
coast should have been blockaded ? Did not 
the same necessity exist when Congress, at its 
last session, refused to pass the force bill, that 
existed at tho time the President assumed 
these powers ? As Congress refused to do it, 
and adjudged that there was no necessity at 
that time, what was the additional necessity 
afterwards ? Was it necessary, until Con- 
gress should meet, to the existence of the 
Union of theso States, and of its Constitution, 
that powers not conferred by tho instrument 
should be assumed ? Was there any necessi- 
ty for overrunning the State of Missouri ? 
Was there a necessity for raising the largest 
armies ever assembled upon the American 
continent, and fitting out the largest fleets 
ever seen in an American harbor? Congress 
may judge of that necessity. Congress may | 
deem it necessary to do so, in contemplation i 
of a protracted struggle for the Constitution | 
and the Union. What 1 mean to say is, that 
there was none of that overriding necessity 
for present preservation and existence which j 
is sometimes made the plea of unconstitution- 1 
al usurpation. In tho case of the man in | 
Maryland, who has been confined so long in 
Fort McHenry, and upon whose case the 
question arose which drew out the opinion of 
the Chief Justice, to which I have referred, 
was there a necessity, in the view gentlemen j 
take of it, for holding that man in that for- 
frees, instead of turnips him over to the civil ! 
authorities? AVhat was the charge? The | 
chief charge, I believe, was that weeks before : 
he had been concerned in treasonable acts, I 
and in burning down bridges. Was not the 
judicial authority there to take chargo of it, 
try him, and, if guilty, to convict him and 
punish him ? Will any Senator pointout tho 
necessity for the occurrences which are now 
taking place every day, of arresting individ- 
uals without warrant of law' If that be 
a necessity in the present condition of affairs, 
and when Congress is in session here, what a j 
long necessity we have before us, and impend- 
ingovcrus! Sir, let Congress adjourn ap- 
proving and ratifying these acts, and the I 
same character of necessity precisely, oven , 
stronger perhaps, will justify tho President j 
in superseding the laws in every State of this j 
Union where, in his opinion, it should be done I 
and, sir, there will not be a vestige of civil ! 
authority left to rise after tho passing tread of 
military power. 

But. Mr. President, I deny this doctrine of 
necessity. I deny that the President of the 
United States may violate tho Constitution 
upon the ground of necessity. Tho doctrine 
is utterly subversive of tho Constitution; it is 
utterly subversive of all written limitations 
of government; and it substitutes, especially 
where you make him the ultimate judge ol ' 
that necessity, and his decision not to be ap- 
pealed from, the will of one man for a writ- 
ten constitution. Mr. President, the Govern- 
ment of the United States, which draws its 
life from the Constitution, nnd which was 
made by that instrument, does not rest, as does 
the Constitution in many other countries, up-' 
on usage or upon implied consent. It rests' 
upon express written consent. The Gov- 
ernment of the United States may exercise 
such powers, and such only, as are given in* 
this written form of government and bond 1 



which unites the States; none others. Tho 
people of the States conferred upon this agont 
of theirs just such powers as they deemed 
necessary, and no more; all others they re- 
tained. That Constitution was made for all 
contingencies; for peace and for war. They 
conferred all the powers they deemed neces- 
sary, and more cannot bo assumed, to carry on 
the Government. They intended to provide 
for all contingencies that they thought ought 
to bo provided for, and they retained to tho 
St/itcs all the powers not granted by the in- 
strument. If in any instance it may be sup- 
posed that the powers conferred are not suffi- 
cient, still none others were granted, and none 
others can be exercised. Will this be denied, 
sir? Or is tho doctrine to be advanced that 
all constitutional questions are to be made en- 
tirely subordinate to the opinions and ideas 
that may prevail at the hour in reference to 
political unity and association? It has been 
held heretofore — I thought it was axiomatic, 
and received everywhere — that the terms of 
tho Constitution of the United States were 
the measure of power on one side, and of obe- 
dience on the other; and let us take care how 
we establish a principle thnt, under the pre- 
sumed stress of circumstances, powers not 
granted mav be assumed; take care that you 
do not furnish an argument which tho woild 
and history will respect upon the part of peo- 
ple and States, to throw off an authority 
which no lorurer respects its own limitations. 

Mr. President, theso are a few of the rea- 
sons which control me in voting against this 
resolution. It seems to me that Congress 
should express somo opinion upon it, and I 
trust it will be voted upon. If the vote shall 
be as I fear it will, it will be an invitation to 
the President of the United States, in the ab- 
sence of other legislation, to do the like, acts 
of usurpation wheucver he thinks they are 
necessary. What will be the effect of it? 
Here in Washington, in Kentucky, in Mis- 
souri, evcrywhero where the authority of the 
President extends, in his discretion" he will 
feel himself warranted by tho action of Con- 
gress upon this resolution to subordinate the 
civil to the military power ; to imprison citi- 
zens without warrant of law ; to suspend the 
writ of habeas corpus ; to establish martial 
law ; to make seizures and searches without 
warrant; to suppress tho press; to do all 
those acts which rost in tho will and in the 
authority of a military commander. In my 
judgment, sir, if we pass it, we arc upon the 
eve of putting, so far as we can, in the hands 
of tho President of the United Slates the 
power of a dictator. 

With such a beginning as that, what are 
we to expect in the future? Sir, when I see 
men imprisoned within hail of the Capitol, 
without a warrant, and the courts paralyzed, 
and Congress not rising to protest in indig- 
nant tones ngainst it, my mind is filled with 
gloomy forebodings of tho future. What 
may we expect, except a line of conduct in 
keeping with what has occurred ? 

Mr. President, is this contest to preserve 
the Constitution ? If so, then it should be 
waged in a constitutional manner. Is the 
doctrine to obtain that the provisions of the 
Federal Constitution are to bo entirely sub- 
ordinated to the idea of political unity? Shall 
the rallying cry be, "the Constitution and tho 
Union," or arc we prepared to say, "tho Con- 
stitution is gone, but the Union survives?" 
What sort of Union would it be ? Let this 
principle be announced, let us carry on this 
contest with this spirit, and wink at or ap- 
prove violations of this sacred instrument, 
and, sir, tho people will soon begin to inquire 
what w ill become of their liberties at the end 
of tho strife. The pregnant question. Mr. 
President, for as to decide is, whether the 
Constitution is to be respected in this strug- 
gle ; whether wo are to be called upon to fol- 
low the flag over the ruins of tho Constitu- 
tion? Without questioning the motives of 
any, I believo that the whole tendency of the 
present proceedings is to establish a Govern- 
ment without limitations of powers, and to 
change radically our frame and character of 
Government.
